remind the public to take simple precautions to help 
reduce the spread of cold and flu this season, especially if 
planning a visit to the hospital. "Southcoast Hospitals 
Group is asking the public to avoid visits to friends and 
family in the hospital if they are experiencing cold or flu 
symptoms/' said Judy Menard, Infection Control Leader 
for Southcoast Hospitals Group. "We are also requesting 
that patients and people who must visit with cold or flu 
symptoms wear surgical masks while on site. Wearing the 
surgical mask if you have flu-like symptoms is especially 
important for the safety of our staff and for patients who 
may have weakened or compromised immune systems.'' 

Surgical masks are now available at each of the 
hospital main lobby entrances and emergency department 
entrances. The Southcoast Hospitals' Infection Control 
Department suggests the following guidelines issued by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health to avoid 
transmitting or getting the flu or other respiratory ill- 
nesses: 

• If you experience respiratory illness with a 
fever, refrain from public activities for at least five days to 
prevent the spread of the infection. 

• If you have severe or prolonged flu-like illness, 
seek medical attention. 

• Avoid taking young children or those whose 
immune systems have been weakened by disease or 
medication into large crowds unnecessarily. 

• Avoid close contact (holding, kissing) between 
infants and anyone who has a cold or the flu. 

• When coughing, turn your head and cough or 
sneeze into a disposable tissue and promptly dispose of 
the used tissue; if a tissue is not available, cough into the 
inside of the elbow. 

• Wash your hands or use alcohol hand rubs or 
gels after being in public or after contact with anyone 
with a cold or flu.

Upon resuming in Open Session at 6:50 pm, the 
board reviewed a notice from the Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission (ABCC) advising that Governor Mitt 
Romney approved Massachusetts General Laws (MGL) 
Chapter 141 of the Acts of 2003 on November 26, 2003, 
which allows retail liquor stores to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages on Sundays year-round if they so desire. 

Among the key conditions to adopt the Sunday 
retail liquor sales, according to the detailed memo from 
the ABCC: 

• Sales on Sunday may be made by a licensee only 
if the licensee obtains a permit for Sunday sales from the 
local licensing authority (Board of Selectmen); 

• The local board can permit sales by a licensee 
on (either) six days per week or seven days per week; 

• No sales are permitted on the last Monday in 
May (Memorial Day), Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day 
or on the day following when Christmas falls on a Sun- 
day; 

• No (Sunday) sales may be made prior to noon; 

• No (Sunday) sales may be made after 11:00 pm; 

• Employees must be paid at a rate not less than 
one-and-a-half of the employee's regular rate; 

• No employee shall be required to work on a 
Sunday and refusal to work on a Sunday is not grounds 
for discrimination, dismissal, discharge, deduction of 
hours, or any other penalty;

• A choice to become totally "dry" on Sundays is 
made by accepting the new statue created by MGL 
Chapter 138, Section 33 as created by Acts of 2003, Chap- 
ter 141, Section 32; 

• The choice of whether to go "dry'' on Sundays 
is made by accepting the new statute ... in a town by Town 
Meeting (vote); 

• If the city/ town chooses to go "dry'' by accept- 
ing the new statute, no sales may be on Sundays by either 
Section 15 licensees or Section 12 licensees; 

• Sunday sale permits previously issued for the 
2003 holiday season remain in full force and effect for 
sales occuring on the Sundays after November 26, 2003.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tinsel 
may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
1 have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

stores to sell on Sundays ... people are supposed to be 
responsible for themselves," Selectman Laboa said. 

"We can either vote to allow year-round Sunday 
liquor sales, or we can wait until someone comes in to ask 
about it," Selectman Nunes said. 

"If we do it, we have to do it across-the-board," 
Chairman Parker said. "Either we accept it or we don't. 
It's not based on who wants it and who doesn't. It's not 
selective." 

"In our town, the (retail) stores we're talking 
about are going to be open anyway," Selectman Laboa 
said. "It's not going to have a derogatory effect. I think we 
should allow it." 

With that, the board moved to amend the previ- 
ously-approved liquor license renewals for 2004 to reflect 
the newly-passed law, thereby allowing liquor stores to 
open on Sundays year-round at their discretion. 

The board also received a memo from Town 
Accountant Claudette Coutu advising that according to a 
Department of Education (DOE) memo dated November 
5, 2003, the Town of Rochester has met the net school 
spending requirements for FY 2003 of $2,899,296. 

"Expenditures that meet the requirements to be 
considered as net school spending are actually $944,873 
over our minimum level," Ms. Coutu wrote. "Based on 
budgeted figures submitted to DOE the town has met the 
minimum requirement of $3,027,938. If the FY 2004 
budget is expended as proposed the town will have spent 
$1,054,724 over our minimum level." 

"So we have not only satisfied their needs, we 
have exceeded them," Chairman Parker said. 

The board next signed and approved a Personnel 
Action Form (PAF) for Ellen Manduca. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said he signed a contract with CTC Associates

for telephone services; added the Fire Department's 
newly-acquired brush breaker to the town's insurance 
policy; and noted that Acting Chief Dispatcher Tracy 
Weckesser is now Acting Chief Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge. 

The board then discussed the process for prepar- 
ing and planning the budget for Fiscal Year 2004 and 
noted they will be meeting jointly with department heads 
and members of the Finance Committee (FinCom) in early 
January 

"One of the things I would stress is we need to be 
more involved in setting the budgets," Selectman Laboa 
said. "Let me just say the FinCom has done an excellent 
job, but I feel the department heads should be more 
involved in setting the budgets. (The Board of Selectmen) 
should be going to Town Meeting floor with our budget 
recommendations in hand ... we shouldn't be fighting for 
funding." 

"I always felt the Board of Selectmen should take 
some type of leadership position (in the budget process)," 
Selectman Nunes said, adding that recommendations on 
Town Meeting floor should come from both the FinCom 
and Selectmen. 

"The recommendation printed on the (Town 
Meeting) warrant should come from the executive board, 
which is the Board of Selectmen," Mr. Huntoon agreed. 
"The coordination of the budgeting process has always 
been through the Selectmen's office. I think that's a 
discussion we need to have with the FinCom and depart- 
ment heads (in January)." 

"Even if a department doesn't come under us, 
we're still responsible for the overall budget," Selectman 
Laboa said. 

"I don't want people on the FinCom to think 
they're doing a rotten job, because (Chairman Michael 
Costa) and his committee are doing a fantastic job," 
Selectman Nunes said. "But there's a process ... that has to

be followed. We need to know what's being requested in 
case we take exception to something that's being funded/' 

One such point of discussion centered on the fact 
that in recent years the town has wound up with excess 
funds under their levy limit upwards of $100,000 which 
could have been allocated to needed projects and services. 

"We don't really need to do those overrides 
because every year we're leaving money on the table," 
Chairman Parker said. 

"We'll have these discussions with all the depart- 
ment heads and FinCom," Selectman Laboa said. "Again, 
I don't want it to be adversarial, I just want to get every- 
thing out on the table." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:01 pm.

years. 

For example, Arnold Cestari Jr., who made the remark, 
said the mandate supporting the path was procured in a false 
manner. "It was to be a one-time cost for households," he said. 
Then, he asked if the committee could report objectively, as a 
whole, to the Selectmen and to the Town Meeting on this issue, 
and others. He said the project is moving forward with unan- 
swered questions. Committee member Nick Bryan Brown said 
there were questions without answers, thereby the project can't 
be nailed down to a precise cost and timetable.

believed the project is not in keeping with the goals of the club 
and will fight the matter — in court if necessary. He said the 
coraraittee needs to present this fact as a sturabling block to the 
project. '1 don't feel my questions have been answered/' he said. 
'1 would like to see an objective view.'' Mr. Brown said the club 
hasn't filed any action to stop the project. 

"You're not saying that (the Reservation Golf Club) is 
going to file a suit and it will cost (the town) some money," Mr. 
Cestari said. He added that part of the problem was a proposed 
net to catch golf balls near the bike path on the club property. 

"The (Reservation Golf Club) will fight it," Mr. Cestari 

said. 

"I don't think we are irresponsible in not reporting 
about the (Reservation Golf Club)," Mr. Brown said. 

(Bike Path Committee) Chairman Steve Kelleher said 
that he had hope that by February some type of projection would 
be ready to visualize the project for the public. 

This is almost a joke after all the time spent and the 
pressure being put on residents to approve it or lose funding. 
Mr. Cestari brought the matter up, saying that State Representa- 
tive William Straus (D-Mattapoisett) lobbied residnets to accept 
the project, insisting that if they didn't vote for it now, it was 
dead. "That was misrepresentation," Mr. Cestari said. 

Member Greta Fox said the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) should make a decision on the issue. Mr. Cestari said 
the FinCom at the Town Meeting indicated that it wanted to see 
a financial plan, something that hasn't surfaced yet. Member 
Rob Simmons said he wanted everything brought to the table — 
positive and negative aspects alike. "I say ... let's get all the eggs 
on the table," Mr. Simmons said. 

Mr. Cestari said he is still waiting for an answer from 
the Board of Selectmen to a letter dated October 17, 2002 which 
asked many questions about the proposed project. Included was 
the question of funding and the maintenance of the path. He 
noted that the committee reported that Falmouth's costs were 
nothing (to taxpayers) and Fairhaven's cost was $25,000 annu- 
ally. However, Mr. Cestari said the demographics, population, 
and revenue base of Falmouth and Fairhaven, which both have 
populations in excess of 25,000, do not serve as good compari- 
sons to Mattapoisett.

In addition, Mr. Cestari asked if Mattapoisett would 
rely on the Friends of the Bike Path to patrol the areas abutting 
the path in order to insure safety for those using the path and /or 
living near the path. No long-term financial impact studies nor 
short-term logistical impact studies concerning the impact on 
town resources, or the need for increased tax revenue to address 
these concerns were brought into focus, he said. 

Mr. Cestari said Carol Adams, then-Executive Secretary, 
wrote a reply saying that ''our office is working on providing 
you with answers to your October 17 (2002) correspondence.'' At 
that time, the Board of Selectmen consisted of Ray Andrews, 
Paul F. Lambalot, and Barry J. Denham. A copy of Mr. Cestari's 
letter was supposedly sent to then-Town Counsel Daniel Perry 
and to Committee Chairman Steve Kelleher. 

Where are the answers to some important and far- 
reaching questions? Is the committee truly providing answers or 
just counting the time until the next Town Meeting? At that time, 
it will have its supporters ready to try and drive the question 
through for approval. Mr. Cestari and others are persistent in 
seeking facts, financial figures, and the long-range impact on the 
town. Their agenda looks better than that of the committee at 
this time.

payment. Those who opt for an electronic banking 
withdrawal (savings or checking) will only be charged a 
25-cent fee. Those who opt to make a credit/ debit card 
payment will be charged an average 3 percent fee for the 
transaction — a service fee which is charged by the 
credit/ debit card companies. 

Ms. Blanchette said she inquired about providing 
this option to taxpayers and decided to take advantage of 
it. 'T thought it would be another convenient option for 
taxpayers to make payments/' she said. 'I'm sure people 
who are accustomed to using the Internet will be more 
inclined to use it.

Flu Vaccine Website 

State Senator Joan M. Menard (D-Fall River) 
recently announced the creation of the Department of 
Public Health Flu Vaccination website: http:// 
flu.masspro.org. 

The creation of the site is to ensure that all people 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts have access to the 
flu vaccine. When people go to the website they can input 
their zip code and receive a list of vaccination clinics in 
their immediate area. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(MDPH), using a combination of federal and state funds 
(including contributions from managed care plans 
through the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Vaccine 
Trust Fund), has purchased 589,000 doses of influenza 
vaccine for the 2003/2004-influenza season. As of early 
December, MDPH had distributed 588,300 doses to both 
public and private provider offices. A very limited 
amount of influenza vaccine is maintained at MDPH for 
disease control purposes in the event of an outbreak. 

'T think we are proactively addressing a major 
public health concern,'' Senator Menard said. 'T believe a 
main core mission of government is to work to prevent 
possible major public health problems. It has been said 
that this flu season is going to be very bad and many 
other states are and will be facing these concerns in the 
very near future.''

Surroundings 
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King of the

The Lord of the Rings: The Return of the King. Starring 
Elijah Wood and Ian McKellen. Directed by Peter Jack- 
son. Running time: 200 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Last December, summing up my experiences to date in 
Middle-earth, I wrote that the first Lord of the Rings installment 
{The Fellowship of the Ring) had interested and entertained me, and 
The Two Towers had hooked me. The final chapter, Fm afraid, has 
lost me. The Return of the King is far from a turkey — for what it is, 
it's as exquisitely crafted as its predecessors. Peter Jackson de- 
serves respect and recognition (from the Academy or otherwise) 
just for having mounted this formidable project. But I suppose the 
problem, for me, in this finale must go back to the old wizard 
himself, J.R.R. Tolkien. This road goes ever on and on, and 
Tolkien liked it that way. Jackson, straining for fidelity, drama- 
tizes a lot of stuff that feels like padding. 

What can you say about an epic in which the biggest confla- 
grations, we're repeatedly told, are just distractions to keep the 
eye of Sauron off of a hobbit? You may say. Wow, some distrac- 
tions — Jackson rounds up what looks like millions of combat- 
ants, on foot or astride horses or elephant-like beasts or winged 
nasties (sorry, I don't care enough to look up the critters' actual 
names), bashing each other for the better part of 90 minutes (with 
a good amount of cross-cutting to less testosteronal happenings). 
It's safe to say the big screen hasn't seen gigantism on this level 
since the glory days of Fritz Lang (who had to gather his masses 
without the aid of computers). But there's just too damn much of 
it, as there's too much of most everything else here. A lot of it is 
just hacking and slashing on a mammoth scale, which is still just 
hacking and slashing. If you're happy with that sort of thing, 
ROTK has a ton of that sort of thing. 

While all that's going on, the weary hobbits Frodo (Elijah 
Wood) and Samwise (Sean Astin), accompanied by the duplici- 
tous and conflicted Gollum (voice and modeling by Andy Serkis, 
who also plays the pre-Gollumized hobbit Smeagol in a pro- 
logue), trek up the hazardous face of Mount Doom, where they 
must dispose of the One Ring. Poor Samwise must fend off the 
ring-greedy Gollum while looking after Master Frodo; very little 
doubt is allowed to cloud his pure, stainless love for the frail 
ringbearer. Do we ever feel they'll give up or be defeated? Is this 




the final three hours of a nine-hour cycle? Quest narratives like 
this are too predetermined to fool you for even a moment. The 
whole gargantuan thing is meant to test the fortitude of the 
heroes, the weakness of the villains, and the bladders of the 
audience. 

Back in the fray, Aragorn (Viggo Mortensen) gets some 
supernatural warriors on his side with some fancy rhetoric and, 
mostly, his comically long (Jackson pans up the blade in priapic 
awe), newly reforged sword that proves he's the top dog. Merry 
(Dominic Monaghan) sneaks into battle with Eowyn (Miranda 
Otto), while his buddy Pippin (Billy Boyd) hangs out with Gandalf 
(Ian McKellen) and discusses the meaning of death. Legolas 
(Orlando Bloom) has exactly one crowd-pleasing moment, when 
he takes down one of those elephant things, but otherwise re- 
cedes into the background, a cipher firing arrows. The only actor 
who moved me was John Noble (who looks like a dissipated 
Terry Gilliam) as the mad Denethor, who has already lost one son 
(Boromir, in the first film) in battle and now thinks he has lost the 
other. Noble's performance pushes against the heroic constraints 
of the epic; he's allowed to be flawed, mad, human. 

After much warfare (during which even the thrill of seeing 
men plucked up or batted aside, complete with their horses, by 
giant adversaries loses its novelty) and much pain and anguish on 
the path up Mount Doom, the journey reaches its end. The movie, 
however, continues forward for another twenty minutes or so, 
with reunions and marriage and tearful farewells and for all we 
know, in the eventual extended edition on DVD, a dance number 
or two. The Return of the King reminded me why I got bored with 
Dungeons & Dragons after about age fourteen. When all was said 
and done, I was ready to re-enter the real world, go home to my 
DVD player, and pop in something raw, gritty, and short.
